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Foreword

Ir is not inappropriate that this International Salon of Photography should 
be held in Christchurch at this time. We are at the centennial of the 
settlement of Canterbury. Before that project could take shape much 
earnest, patient and brave thought was given to those who were to under- 
take the venture. At about the same time the beginnings of photography 
were being devised by Fox Taibot and Daguerre. With photography, as 
with the settlement of this province, the beginnings were small but the 
prospects great. The gifted visionaries of one hundred years ago with all 
their courage for the future could hardly have expected the fulfilment we 
see about us. 

Photography has made such dramatic advances that today it influences 
almost everv facet of modern civilisation. It is continually gaining impor- 
tance in science, industry and commerce, although its more familiar 
applications are found in the illustrated press and in the motion picture 
branch of the entertainment industry. 

Although the uses of photography are so widespread, this International 
Salon concentrates upon its highest development—as an art. In its begin- 
nings it was envisaged as the handmaiden of art, if not as a form of art. 
Fox Talbct wished to sketch but could not. Daguerre was a painter of 
stage scenery who sought new methods. Both searched for alternatives to 
manual processes in the making of pictures. Both were moved by a love of 
art and their desire was for pictures. At first they were scorned, and by the 
poet Lamartine, their photography was called “That chance invention which 
will never be an art — only a plagiarism of nature by optics.’ ‘Today, and 
notably in the work of those distinguished artists of international stature 
whose work is gathered together in this Salon, those words of scorn are 
turned to dust. Of these pictures now to be studied and enjoyed in this 
Salon it may well be said, as was later said by Lamartine, that same 
scorner : 

‘After admiring the marvellous portraits caught in a burst of 
sunlight .... we no longer claim that photography is a trade 
—it is an art, it is more than an art, it is a solar phenomenon, 
where the artist collaborates with the sun.’

ALTHOUGH International Photographic Salons are a big feature in the world 
of photography, few have been held in this country. These notes on the 
organization of the 7th New Zealand Salon may be of interest to those 
who like to know how such exhibitions are organized. 


Six thousand entry forms were sent to prospective exhibitors in over 
forty countries, and further invitations to exhibit were published in the 
important overseas photographic magazines. 


Each entrant was entitled to submit four pictures in the monochrome 
print section, or four slides in the colour section. Each section was com- 
petitive, and the three judges carefully examined the one thousand and 
forty pictures received. ‘Their task was not to select a First, Second and 
Third, but to choose for exhibition the pictures which, by international! 
standards represent the highest form of camera art. As is the custom, each 
judge was invited to exhibit two of his own prints. 


Only a quarter of the total entries were accepted for exhibition, and 
of these, seven monochrome prints and three colour slides were awarded 
Honours medallions for their outstanding pictorial merit and technical 
quality. 


Because of difficulties in securing an adequate entry of colour prints 
it was decided to make this section non-competitive. Instead, leading 
manufacturers of photographic colour materials, and a small selected group 
of amateur and professional photographers were invited to exhibit their 
work. 


The Salon was organized by the Christchurch Photographic Society and 
is sponsored by the Canterbury Centennial Association. It will be shown 
in other centres of New Zealand by local photographic clubs.
